The health 
departient recently sent mosquito traps to be test- 
ed by the state. “There were no positives. I think 
they've finished testing,” said Penney 
He isn’t letting down his guard at the good 
news though, because most of last summer’s trap 
results yielded little cause for alarm. 
“That changed pretty drastically at the end of 
last summer,” said Penney.

The 15 inmates are mem- 
bers of an eight-week “boot 
camp,” an accelerated reha- 
bilitation program with an 
emphasis on substance-abuse 
treatment and anger manage- 
ment, says Fleming. The pro- 
gram is located at the Correc- 
tional Alternative Center in 
Lawrence. Most of the 
inmates who participate in 
the boot camp are doing time 
for drug convictions. None of 
them have sexual offenses on 
their record.

“They are here under a 
supervised condition with a 
guard from the house of cor- 
rections. Plus the fire depart- 
ment had people supervising 
them. They wouldn't have 
any opportunity to have any 
contact with anyone outside 
of the facility.” 

The police, however, did 
not check whether any of the 
boot-camp inmates are sexual 
offenders.

But why camouflage? 


Police spent hours searching for 
prison inmate Alex Mattei when he 
ran away after allegedly raping and 
beating an Andover woman last May. 

Considering, one might wonder 
why the inmates — who returned to 
Andover for the first time Tuesday — 
were wearing camouflage. 

“That’s what they wear,” says Paul 
Fleming, spokesperson for the Essex 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Fifteen inmates helped the fire 
department move equipment from 
their existing station on North Main 
Street to temporary quarters at Spring 
Grove Cemetery while construction 
continues on a new public safety cen- | 
ter. The inmates wore camouflage 
pants and orange vests while working. 

The uniforms are intended to create 
“fellowship” between the inmates, 
who are members of an eight-week 
rehabilitation program called boot 
camp, Fleming says. The participants 
focus on teamwork, anger manage- 
ment and treatment for substance / 
abuse. The camouflage uniforms were f 
donated to the department from an 
Army surplus store. 

“It’s to promote a sense of cama- 
raderie among them,” Fleming says, 
who denies that the choice of clothing 
might hurt more than help, if an 
inmate ever decides to run away again.

Unfortunately the state is 
only testing blue jays and crows 
for West Nile Virus, which 
means that the Health Depart- 
ment isn’t collecting other birds. 
“I’m not going to cook it,” said 
Crafts, who spent the majority of 
last summer collecting dead 
birds. This year she has person- 
ally collected one bird. “There's 
nothing that says we have West 
Nile here,” said Crafts. 

The town has collected four 
according to Health Director 
Everett Penney. The number of 
reports of dead birds has shrunk 
from 410 dead birds last summer 
to 65 this summer. Crafts says it 
is due to the larvaciding the town 
does in the spring. 

But this isn’t the first incident 
that has caused a resident to cry 
foul. 

Jean O'Connor of Arrowood 
Lane’s property abuts Field 
Pond in Harold Parker State For- 
rest. A dying goose in her back- 
yard had her wishing that there 
was some way to test the animal. 
When she heard about Tripi’s 
duck she said, “That sounds a lot 
like what a goose did in my 
backyard.” 

The bird wandered about 
O’Connor’s backyard disorient- 
ed, then fell over on its back. “It 
lay with its feet up in the air,” 
she said. Several times the ani- 
mal would lie still long enough 
for her to assume it was dead, 
but when she approached it the 
animal would right itself and 
flop back into the pond. “Its 
feathers were soaked through. It 
looked very shaggy,” she said. 

O'Connor called the health 
department, the Audubon Soci- 
ety and the Andover police 
department, but no one could 
help her find out what was 
wrong with the goose. “It was 
really disturbing to watch,” she 
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guest’s rental car had been 
stolen.

It took a week for the goose 
to die and it disappeared shortly 
afterwards. She believes that 
foxes could have eaten it. “A 
dead bird doesn’t wait long to be 
collected in this part of town,” 
she said. 

O'Connor isn’t worried about 
West Nile virus, and is glad 
Andover hasn’t sprayed insecti- 
cides. “I’m adamantly against 
spraying. When they spray, they 
kill everything,” she said. But 
she would have liked to know 
what killed the goose and now 
Tripi’s duck. 

“| have not gotten other reports 
(of sick waterfowl),” said Linda 
Cocca of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society Wildlife infor- 
mation line. She said that it would 
take more than two dead birds to 
cause the state to test. “If it got up 
to six or eight,” she said. 

Dr. Mark Pokras, director of 
the Wildlife Clinic at Tufts Uni- 
versity, couldn’t say with cer- 
tainty that the symptoms of the 
birds pointed to a particular dis- 
ease. “There’s a whole realm of 
things it could be,” he said. 

If there is an avian disease in 
the area, he said, “Typically you 
don’t get one or two birds, you 
get a whole lot of them.” 

Lawn care or other household 
chemicals and avian botulism 
were two suggestions he made. 
Botulism strikes in the heat of 
the summer when pools are shal- 
low, warm and poorly aerated. 

Pokras said that his clinic is 
interested in odd bird deaths, but 
he doesn’t want to get stormed 
by a frightened public. 

“We can’t handle boxes and 
boxes and boxes of dead things,” 
he said. 

But O'Connor is finished 
chasing her wild water fowl. 
“I’m ready to wash my hands of 
this goose,” she said.

After 
months of worries, warnings and delays there 1s a new message for 
parents and the town. The message is that everything’s going to be 


all right 


The opening title to Johnson's PowerPoint presentation was “We 


have made it!!! 


' It included images of shining classroom floors, 


working clocks and happy principals. The video was accompanied 
by the strains of Louis Armstrong's What a Wonderful World. As if 
Armstrong’s rumbing voice wasn't comforting enough, the new 
version on the video featured a smooth jazz tenor saxophone 
accompaniment. Construction workers look up intermittently from 
their work to smile and say, “Welcome back to school, kids!” 

Johnson hopes to receive an occupancy permit tomorrow, Fri- 
day, Aug. 16 and Superintendent Claudia Bach, with the School 
Committee’s formal endorsement, will then send out a letter to par- 
ents stating that the schools will be open for Sept. 5. 

At Tuesday’s School Committee meeting this week, members 
announced an open house of the new schools, to be held Tuesday 


Sept. 3 from 6:30 to 8 p.m. 


Although painting and minor repairs will continue after the 
schools open, students will not come in contact with workers. 


Any work that could leave fumes 


behind will occur on the week- 


end. said Johnson. The auditorium is not set to be completed for the 
schools’ opening, but will be sealed off from the rest of the build- 


ings until work is complete.

The superintendent’s office released its third projected class 
size list of the month at Tuesday night’s School Committee meet- 
ing. All three lists have had figure misprints or mathematical 
errors. There are at least eight mistakes on the list released on 
Aug. 2. One obvious mistake stated that there would be seven 
classes of 245 seventh-grade students at West Middle School. 

Others appeared to be mathematical errors with differences as 
much as 16 students. At Shawsheen School, the list states that 
there are 81 kindergartners, or five kindergarten classes, each with 


20.25 students. 


Some mistakes were caught in the Aug. 13 draft, but others 
were reprinted. Parents pointed out mistakes in the draft given out 


at Tuesday's meeting. 


Superintendent Claudia Bach blamed her assistant, Laura Rid- 
ley. “Sometimes my assistant doesn’t know how many teachers 
there are. I feel bad. We just redid it,” said Bach.

South parents voice class-size concerns

South parents feel they're get- 
ting the short end of the stick. PAC 
president Diane Costagliola 
pressed Superintendent Claudia 
Bach and the School Committee to 
give South the remaining 1/ con- 
tingency teacher positions to even 
up the odds 

Half a position has already been 
placed at West Elementary to add a 
section of kindergarten. 

“South has the higher classes. 
We have a real need here,” she said. 

“South has been disproportion- 
ately affected,” agreed parent 
Marty Fisk. South’s class sizes are 
the largest in the district. South 
School fourth-grades have 26 stu- 
dents per class. Other school’s 
fourth-grade classes have 4 to 6 
fewer students 

“I ask you from the bottom of 
my heart to assign the contingency 
teacher at South,” said Fisk.

remaining positions would be 
placed, but that there were good 
arguments for needing teachers at 
the other schools. 

“We could make a decision. We 
have no wiggle room in this bud- 
get,” she said. Bach didn’t want to 
place a teacher and have to remove 
them if need was greater some- 
where else. 

Parents also remarked at the 
class-size discrepancy between 
High Plain first- and fifth-graders. 
At High Plain there are 25 first- 
graders per classroom versus 19 
fifth-graders per classroom. 

When Bach did not indicate 
when the decision would be made 
Costagliola repeated her request. 
“We feel it is beyond a crisis situa- 
tion at South. We need to know 
when the decision will be made for 
the morale of the parents,” she said. 
Bach said the decision would be 
made before the next School Com- 
mittee meeting, which is Sept. 10.

Combating the math bias 


Pirri: It’s not OK to say,

ATHERINE PIRRI IS SICK 

of hearing that people 

don’t need math. “It's 
like saying ‘I don't 
breathe,” she says. And now 
she has a chance to prove 
exactly how important math 
is to people’s daily lives. 

The Andover resident and 
Northern Essex Community 
College math professor has 
received a $250,000 Nation- 
al Science Foundation grant 
to find out exactly how nec- 
essary math is to conducting 
business. Pirri and 30 other 
area math teachers have used 
the grant to go into private 
industry for a week and 
learn how businesses use 
math. NEC and Northeast- 
ern University are participat- 
ing as well as Andover, 
Haverhill and Amesbury 
high schools in the three- 
year Math Applications 
Shaping Tomorrow pro- 
gram. The teachers now will 
put together school lesson 
plans based on what they 
saw inside the businesses 
they visited. 

Pirri spent five days at 
National Grid of Massachu- 
setts. “We walked in there 
and asked, ‘Where do you 
use math?’ People kind of 
looked like ‘Oh my gosh, I 
don’t know where we use 
math,” she says. But Pirri 
says she found “millions of 
places” where the company 
used math. At human 
resources she found pie 
charts, histograms and other 
mathematics devices to chart 
hours and resources. “They

this societal bias against | 
math is frustrating for Pirri. 
“You stand there and they 
tell you, ‘We don’t need 
this.’ I guess I heard it one 
too many times,” she says. | 

Seeing the practical | 
applications of math in the 
workplace was exciting for 
her. “It made me very | 
enthusiastic in what I do,” 
she says. Pirri says linking 
private industry and the 
schools is great for every- | 
body. “I think in the end you 
strengthen the work force,” 
she says. | 

Andover High School 
math teacher Tom Mead also 
participated in the program, =| 
spending a week at UPS. 
“We got a real bird's-eye 
view of the operations,” he 
says. Mead worked at 
Raytheon before working at 
Andover High, so he had a 
background in private indus- 
try and has seen how ship- 
ping is handled. “With most | 
other businesses, that’s a | 
sideline. It was eye-opening | 
to see how they do it,” he | 
says. The mathematical | 
applications Mead will | 
extract from his experiences 
may come from UPS’s use 
of estimation to make deci- | 
sions. The company must | 
know how much fits in 
trucks and how long it will 
take to accomplish tasks. 

He was ready to share his 
findings with the other 
teachers involved yesterday, 
Wednesday, Aug. 14. “It 
might be scary when you 
have that many mathemati- 
cians in one room,” he says.

like to hire people who are 
good at mathematics,” she 
says. That excited Pirri the 
most. 

Pirri believes she’s fight- 
ing a cultural problem. She 
says people feel it’s OK to 
say “I can’t do math.” 

“It’s very cool. You don’t 
hear people say ‘I can’t 
read,” she says. 

She recounted the scene 
from the movie Peggy Sue 
got Married where Kathleen 
Turner’s character tells her 
math teacher that she knows 
from experience that she 
will have no use for algebra 
in the future. Pirri says if 
you pay attention to other 
details of Turner’s charac- 
ter’s life, you find that she 
runs a bakery and is having 
mortgage problems, both of 
which require math skills, If 
Turner paid more attention 
to math, says Pirri, “maybe 
she wouldn't be having trou- 
ble with (the mortgage).”
